Petitioner respectfully requests reconsideration of the Petitioner's previously 
submitted Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 8 1(a) 
(hereinafter, "Petition") for the above-referenced application and withdrawal of the dismissal 
of the Petition and holding of abandonment for at least the reasons previously made of record 
and further in view of the reason set forth below.
